1. Yourclient,PedioJuhoPrandy-Biiiett,agreestoadniitguiltandentera^ 
to Count One of an hiformation in this niatter charging him with distribution of a mixture and 
substance containing a detectable amount of cocaine, ui violation of Title 21, United State^ Code, 
Sections 841(a)(1) and 841(C). Your chent, understands that pursuant to 21 United States Code, 

Section 84i(C), he "sh^ll be sentenced to a term of imprisonment of not more than 2(1 years " 

Your chent is subject to a fine of not more than $1,000,000, and is also subject to a term of 
supervised release of at least three years. In addition, your client agrees to pay a special assessment 
of $100 to the Clerk of the Court of the United States District Court for the District of Columbia 
prior to the date of sentencing. Your chent fiirther understands that the Uiiited States Sentencing 
Guidelines Maniial("SeatenGiiig Guidelines") will apply to determine your client's guideline range, 
and that pursuant to Section 5E1 .2 of jthe Sentencing Guideluies, the Court may also iinpose a fine 
that is sufficient to pay the. federal government the costs of any imprisonment, term of supervised 
release, and period of probation. Eurther, your client imderstands that if your client has two or more 
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convictions for a crime of violence or felony drug offense, your client may be 
substantially higher guideline penalties provided for in the career offender statutes 
of the Sentencing Guidelines.

2. Your client agrees and will acknowledge at the time of the plea of guilty to the 
criminal charge stated above that, pursuant to Section IB 13 of the Sentencing Guidelines, your 
client is accountable for at least 1 kilogram of a mixture and substance containing i detectable 
amount of heroin and for at least 5 kilograms of a mixture and substance containing a detectable 
amount of cocaine, which quantities represent the total amoxmt involved in your client's relevant 
criminal coiiduct, including all amounts of heroin and cocaine or other controlled substances your 
client distributed and possessed with intent to distribute. Specifically, the quantities above represent 
those amounts your client admitted he distributed to Raven Darnell Carroll prior to Cairoirs death 
on March 8, 2003, those quantities your client distributed to a cooperating individual 03i November 
30, 2004, December 3, 2004, and December 14, 2004, and those quantities your client possessed 
with intent to distribute on June 23, 2005. 

3 . In addition, your client agrees to waive your client ' s interest in and not to contest the 
administrative forfeiture of any property constituting, or derived from, proceeds obtained, directly 
or indirectly, as the result of illegal drug trafSckiug and/or property used or intended to be used to 
commit or to facilitate illegal drug trafficking. Specifically, your client agrees net to contest 
forfeiture of $5,354.13 in fimds from BB&T account 5150987913; $24,138.47 in funds from 
Montgomery County Teachers Federal Credit Union account 19493, a 2003 Honda Element with 
vehicle identification number 5 J6YH28503L009656, and a total of $40,845.00 m United States 
currency seized on June 23, 2005 from your chent's person and from the premises at 620 Sheridan 
Street, apartment 417, in Hyattsville, Maryland. Your client acknowledges and agiees that the 
Government reserves its right to bring a civil action(s), if necessary, in any jurisdi(;tion for the 
forfeiture of aay of your client's assets, real or personal^ that are subject to forfeiture puisuant to any 
federal statute. Your client also agrees that if any illegal firearms or illegal contraband were seized 
by any law enforcement agency from the possession of or the direct or indirect control ofyour client, 
then your client consents to the administrative forfeiture, official use and/or destruction of said 
firearms or contraband by any law enforcement agency involved in the seizure of these items. 



4. The government agrees that the base offense level for the crime to whic i your client 
is pleading; guilty should be decreased by three levels based upon your client's acceptance of 
responsibility, pursuant to Section 3E1.1, provided that your chent cooperates and is 
candid during the pre-sentence investigatipn, and does not attempt to obstruct justice, deceive, 
withhold or otherwise mislead the Court, the Probation Office or the government concerning any 
issue relevant to the imposition of sentence, pursuant to the ruling in United States v. Smithy 27 F.3d 
649 (D.C.Qir., 1994), the governmenj will not object to a six month departure basei upon your 
client's statais as a deportable alien nor will the United States object to your client being sentenced 
at the low dnd of his Guideline range. Your Iclient agrees not to seek any decreases in your client's 
base of fensp level other than those which ar0 agreed to by the government in this paragraph., Your 
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client further agrees not to seek a downward departure for any reason from the otherwise appUcable 
guidehne range estabhshed by thd Sentencing Guidelines. Yonr client under rstands and 
acknowledges that the position of the goveroment with respect to your chent's base offense level, 
like any other recommendation made by the United States Attorneys Office at the time of 
sentencing^ is iiot binding on the Probation Office or the Court, neither of which are p arties to this 
agreement. Your client understands and acknowledges that the failure of the Court to sejntence your 
chent in accordance with the terms of this paragraph shall not be grounds for your client to withdraw 
his plea of guilty in this case. 



5 . Your client agrees not to obj ect to the Go venmient*s recommendation to the 
time of the plea of guilty in this case that, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 3143, your client 
without bond pending your client's sentencing in this case. 



6, In entering this plea of guilty^ your client understands and agrees to waive 
afforded to your chent by the Constitution of the United States and/or by statute, hi pai^icular 
client knowingly and voluntarily waives or gives up his right against self-incrimination 
to the oflfense(s) to which your client is pleading guilty before the Court which accepts 
plea.

11. This Office will request that the Court dismiss the Complaint pending again&t your client 
m this case at the time of sentencing. Yom* chent, however, agrees and acknowled ges that the 
charges to be dismissed at the time of sentencing were based in fact and would not fro vide your 
chent with a basis for any future claims as a ^'prevailing party" under the "Hycle Amendment/' P. 
L. 105-1191 (1997). Your client also agrees and acknowledges that he has been advised that the 
United Statps Attomey for the Southern District of New York is seeking an Indictment hi which your 
chent may be charged with additional narcotics activity. Your client understands that the United 
States Attorney for the Southem District of New York is not a party to this agreement aid while die 
criminal: activity involved m the charges in this case maybe overt acts of any conspiracy charged in 
the Southem District of New York^ your client's plea in this; District involves only controlled 
substances he distributed in the District of Columbia to Raven Darnell Carroll or to a cooperathig 
individuai on November 30, 2004, December 3, 2004, and December 14, 2004, and those quantities 
your client possessed with intent to distribute which were recovered at 620; Sheridpn Street in 
Hyattsville, Maryland, on June 23, 2005. 

General Conditions : 

12. By entering this plea of guilty your chent also waives any and all rights your client may 
have pursuit to 18 United States Code, § 3600, to require DNA testing of any physic^al evidence 
in the possession of the government. Your client fidly understands that as a result of this waiver any 
physical evidence hi this case will not be preserved by the United States and will therpfore not be 
available for DNA testing in the foture. 

This Iptter sets forth the entire understanding between the parties and 
complete plea agreement between your cUent and the United States Attorney's Office fo:
